NEWS WITH MINISTER

J. Pierpont Morgan and Senator1
Perkins Were Conferring

When News Came.

ST. PETERSBURG, October SI..J.

IVetipoiit Murgan, Jr., and George
AV. Perkins were with Finance Minister
KokovsofC when the latter received the
news. It was a dramatic moment. The
minister was called to tho telephone, and
when ho returned ho was greatly agi¬
tated, and said:
"Gentlemen, the old order of things has

changed. Russia has a constitution."
The news spread like wildfire through¬

out the city. Tho revolutionists and ac¬

tive agitators generally declared loudly
that the government's promises would no

longer suffice, and that the strike must

be continued.
In fact, an hour after the news became

known tho revolutionists took occasion
to throw tho nrst bomb In St. Petersburg
since the strike began. The incident oc-

curred near the Polytechnic School, but
tiiero was no fatality. Practically ail ]
classes, except the s ocialists and the
extrême radicals, however, read the docu¬
ment wlih delight nnd amazement, de¬
claring that It could not fan to rally the
moderates to the support of Count Witte.

There is no confirmation of the London

Dally .Telegraph's statement that Em¬
peror Nicholas has accepted the liberal
program, which gives legislative powers
to the proposed national assembly. A
dispatch to the Journal from St. Peters¬
burg quotes personages of the court as

saying thai a constitution will be pro¬
mulgated Nov. 3, and quòte another
functionary of the court aj saying that
.the law providing for liberty of the press,
which Is about to appear, gives little real,
lelief. The functionary added that Count
Witte is about to be clothed with extreme
power-to meet the situation.
The telephone girls at St. Petersburg,

have joined the strikers, and soldiers are

replacing them, but the latter are attendi
ír.g chiefly to official calls. Many of the
theatres xare closed, the actors being
among the striker!·. A dispatch to tho

Brownsbii to take tho West Virginia up
tho bay. It was necessary for tlie pilot
boat to go Into the sheltered waters of
Hampton Roads, twenty miles Inland'to-
pick up a pilot, when there ticre pilot«
ashore at «Capo Henry, who could not
get out to· the boat.

3 o'clock In the morning.

It Is known that Nathan admitted thai
he was well-acquainted with Miss Geary,
and In his statement he Implicated a

Nathan stated to the police officers thnt

be and Miss Geary .wero to have
been married. Ho said lie overheard a

conversation between Miss Geary and two

girls, who were appearing at the Parks
In Hartford, In wnlch one of the girls
advised Miss Geary to go to the Tremont
Street house for treatment. Nathan said

he was not responsible for .Miss Geary
going to a hospital.
That the crime was done by a woman

is the belief of the police ofTiclala. No

hardened criminal, they say, would have
disposed of the body by cutting It up
and packing it in a suit case and then
'allowing the case to float.
-The authorities appear lo believe lhat

,Nathan was unaware of the murder of

'the girl, and that be had no part in the

crime, but they seem to think he is re¬

sponsible for her receiving treatment.
Nathan Is on the verge of collapse, and
the police are doing everything to fteep
him a>s well as possible. *
